was signed 
by 
General Manager 
J. J. Frey and Superintendent 
of 
M achinery 
John Player, who 
re­ 
cently went there to consult with 
the heads of departments. 
T h e order was wholly unexpected 
b y the men, and the first 
intima­ 
tion they had of it was yesterday 
afternoon as they were 
about 
to 
quit 
work for the day, when 
the 
discharged men were notified by D. 
E. 
Cain, assistant superintendent 
ot machinery. 
T h e number inclu­ 
ded fifty machinists, twenty b la c k ­ 
smiths and thirty-five boilermakers. 
T h e force in the wood department 
were not disturbed. 
The men think the order was not 
issued to cut down expenses but to 
get rid of some of the men who pro­ 
moted the recent strike. 
D. 
E. 
Cain, 
assistant 
superin­ 
tendent of machinery, says he does 
not know what inspired the order, 
but presumes its object was econo­ 
my. 
Both the men and the com pany’s 
foreman say that the reduction is 
not a violation of the contract by 
which the late strike was settled. 
That agreement was that no man 
should be discharged until after the 
time had been 
reduced 
to 
eight 
hours. 
General Manager Frey said this 
afternoon 
that the reduction 
ex­ 
tended 
to the entire system 
and 
that the force in every shop would 
be reduced from 
15 to 20 percent. 
This became necessary on account 
of the depression. 
The Colorado 
and New Alexicc lines would suifer 
•especially on account of the closing 
of the silver mines. 
The reduction 
would not be confined to the shops 
but would extend to every depart­ 
ment of the system.
